Thomas Eagleton who re­ 
signed from the ticket in the fu­ 
ror following his disclosure of 
past psychiatric treatm ent, 
Eagleton made it clear Mon­ 
day he won’t perm it his name 
to be placed in nomination and 
doesn’t know that anyone will 
try. 


The 
revive-Eagleton 
senti­ 
ment surfaced soon after his 
withdrawal from the ticket last 
week but apparently has dis­ 
sipated almost totally, largely 
because the support for Shriver 
is widespread and enthusiastic 


The nominating and second­ 
ing speeches and the balloting 
by states are expected to be 
completed within 90 minutes, 
then it will be Shriver’s turn to 
accept. McGovern will close out 
the program with his own brief 
rem arks. 
This is the first meeting of 
the expanded DNC, which the 
Miami Beach convention voted 
to enlarge from a 110-member 
committee where everyone had 
equal voice to a. .303-member 
committee with 234. vote's.

added, leading to a doubling of 
the current federal budget. 
Ford and Scott urged instead 
that Congress enact a $250-bil­ 
lion spending limit proposed by 
Nixon 
“That would be the best in­ 
surance 
against 
a 
tax 
in­ 
crease,” Ford said. If all of the 
Democratic proposals for im ­ 
proving health care, the wel­ 
fare system, and federal aid to 
education were enacted. Scott 
said, there would be an aver­ 
age $2,500 tax increase for each 
family of four.

Gun Control Attempts 
Fail 3 Times In Senate 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Senate today rejected a third 
attem pt to strengthen a hand­ 
gun control bill. 
Turned down on a 75-16 roll- 
call vote was an amendment by 
Sen. Adlai Stevenson, D-Ill., to 
require registration of all hand 
guns and licensing of owners. 
A bill the Senate started de­ 
bating Monday would ban the 
sale of snub-nosed, easily con­ 
cealed 
handguns 
not suitable 
for sporting purposes. 
Sen. Birch B?yh, D-lnd.. the 
bill’s 
chief 
sponsor, 
said 
it 
would take out of the market­ 
place the weapons most com­ 
monly used by criminals. 
The Senate rejected 84 to 7 a 
substitute 
proposal 
by 
Sen. 
Philip A. Hart, D-Mich., to out­ 
law private possession of all 
kinds of handguns. Owners who 
turned in their pistols or re­ 
volvers would be compensated 
at fair-m arket value 
by the 
government. 
Then, the Senate defeated 78 
to 11 an amendment by Sen.

SAN QUENTIN, Calif. (AP) 
— Sirhan B. Sirhan, convicted 
for the 1968 slaying of Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy, has been 
moved from San Quentin’s 
Death Row' to the prison’s Ad­ 
justment Center, prison offi­ 
cials say.

Supt. Huddleston Is Speaker 
At lions Club Meeting 


“I always welcome the op­ 
portunity to talk about our 
schools before interested public 
groups,”1 said Eugene Hud­ 
dleston, superintendent of Rush­ 
ville Consolidated Schools, in 
addressing the Rushville lions 
Club Monday night at the 
Durbin Hotel. In presenting his 
“Story of the Schools” Mr.

Divided into three parts, the 
talk included a recap of im­ 
provements made to present 
buildings during the past year, 
the school budget for the 
coming year, and information 
about the new elementary 
facility. 
The speaker said that the 
custodians have done a won­ 
derful job this summer in 
restoring, repainting, reglazing 
windows, and 'Other changes 
necessary to effect a more 
efficient elementary and junior 
high set-up. 
Junior high at Manilla and 
Arlington have been combined 
to provide better and expanded 
curricula. A class for special 
education has been provided at 
New Salem which will provide 
an area for trainable students. 
The Mays school rooms have 
been enlarged and oil heat 
installed so that pupils from the 
abandoned Jackson school can 
be accommodated. 
I m p r o v e d office training 
facilities have also been in­ 
stalled. 
In reviewing the budget, the

required

teachers there and eliminated 
some custodial personnel and 
one less bus route.

Move To Limit 
Courts In Bus 
Cases Approved 
WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
House Education and 
Labor 
Committee today approved a 
bill that would sharply limit the 
power of the courts to order 
busing in school desegregation 
cases. 
The bill, which would provide 
legislative standards to guide 
the courts in desegregation 
cases, is a modification of one 
proposed by President Nixon. 
Before approving the bill by 
a 21-16 vote, the committee 
made two major changes. It 
added a provision designed to 
upgrade inner-city schools as 
an alternative to desegregating 
them, and it removed a provi­ 
sion that would have permitted 
the reopening of desegregation 
orders already in effect. 
Nixon had asked for authority 
to concentrate funds in pre­ 
dominantly 
black 
inner-city 
schools but did not. request spe­ 
cific funds to carry out the pro­ 
posal. The committee author­ 
ized $500 million a year for the 
purpose, with the money com­ 
ing out of $1 billion a year au­ 
thorized in a recently passed 
bill designed to help schools de­ 
segregate.

boxer’s last bout. 
Machen,

leading heavyweight contender, 
died Monday in an. apparent 
fall. 
from, 
his 
second-story 
apartment. 
The coroner’s office said late 
Monday that Machen, 40, had 
suffered liver damage in the 
fall and that foul play was not 
suspected. 
The violent end paralleled his 
life. Machen’s first public act 
came in 1952 when he was con­ 
victed and jailed for three 
years for armed robbery. I 
1955, 
released 
from 
prison, 
Machen, turned to' the ring. 
His success was quick. 
He won his first 25 profes­ 
sional fights, the first 10 by 
knockouts, and quickly became 
the World Boxing Association's 
No. 1-ranked heavyweight con­ 
tender. His fighting weight of 
200 pounds was somewhat less 
than many of his foes hut he 
was 
feared 
because 
of 
his 
speed and hitting ability. 
His first loss was a one-round 
knockout by Sweden's Ingemar 
Johansson in 1958. Two years 


later he went a full 12 rounds 
before losing a decision to soon- 
to-be champion Sonny Liston. 
But mental problems plagued 
him and in 1962 he was admit 
ted to Napa State Hospital for 
treatment of what authorities 
said was acute schizophrenia 
and paranoia.

Several have expressed interest in 
supporting the Lower Cemetery pro­ 
posal. If you missed the City Council 
story Wednesday, this is the plan: 
A study of the cemetery grounds 
at the south end of Jackson Street 
discloses these unattended graves 
and the cemetery itself is in a sad 
state. Monuments and markers have 
been neglected, vandalized, some 
have been repaired several times, 
some are beyond repair, and many 
illegible from weathering. 


Nobody is sure anymore the exact 
locations* of graves in this cemetery, 
with the exception, perhaps, of those 
of Dr. Willian Laughlin and his 
family. 
With the cemetery in its present 
state, it is difficult to mow and 
maintain.

If this could be done, the memo­ 
rial ground could then be mowed 
and maintained in keeping with 
proper respect to those who lie 
buned there.

H O L L Y W O O D (AP) — 
Changing habits of television 
viewers have endangered the 
golden bonanza that film com­ 
panies have relied upon for fis­ 
cal health: the sale of theatri­ 
cal features to the networks. 
Several movie studios would 
have gone bankrupt in the past 
decade and a hall if the tele­ 
vision hadn’t been paying mil­ 
lions for feature backlogs. 
In the beginning, there were 
no features in network prime 
time. 
Then 
NBC 
took 
the 
plunge, and ABC and CBS fol­ 
lowed, giving viewers movies 
every night of the week. Film 
studios delightedly watched the 
average price per feature rise 
from $300,000 to $800.000. 
The recession has set in. In­ 
dustry sources indicate most 
features now draw only $700,- 
000. some as low as $650.000. 
The biggest blow is that net­ 
works are being selective in 
what they buy. 
“They no longer will pur­ 
chase any ‘quality’ feature,” 
Universal 
executive 
Jennings 
Lang says. “ They are inter­ 
ested in the kind of feature that 
is likely to make a good rat­ 
ing.” 
What has brought about the 
change in network feature-buy­ 
ing habits? 
A glance at the audience rat­ 
ings tells the story. During the 
1971-72 season, a survey of the 
32 top-rated movies on the net­ 
works showed that only nine 
were theatrical films. All the 
rest were features made for 
television. 
The 
highest-rated theatrical 
feature 
was 
“ Guess 
Who’s 
Coming 
to 
Dinner,” 
which 
placed 13th. The Elizabeth. Tay­ 
lor 
“Cleopatra,” 
which 
cost 
ABC millions, rated only 25th. 
All is not gloom for the studi­ 
os. The networks continue to 
pay 
high 
prices for 
movies 
which seem to have a high-rat­ 
ing capability. 
ABC recently 
bought up the seven James 
Bf<nd movies mad;- so far. One 
of them, ‘ Goldfinger,” report­ 
edly sold for S2 5 million. Thus 
United Artists may have picked 
up as much as $17.5 million for 
the entire package. 
Big money also lias been paid 
for such theater blockbusters 
as

after killing a former mental 
patient who allegedly beat her 
and then smashed a bottle over 
her niece’s head. 
"I hete to do it," homicide 
Sgt Arthur Beach Beck said 
Monday after arresting her in 
connection with the fatal shoot­ 
ing of Edward L. Dukes, 30', 
who officers said had a long po­ 
lc a record. 
Dukes died Monday less than 
24 hours after Mrs. Davis told 
police she shot him with a .38- 
caUber revolver that she had 
purchased for self-protection a 
year ago and had never fired. 
"You ought to be ashamed," 
Mrs. Davis told Sgt. Beck as 
she sat in a hospital awaiting 
traatmant Sunday night while 
surgeons 
struggled 
to 
save 
Dukes* 
life. 
"You 
policemen 
should be ashamed for letting a 
man like Dukes out on the 
street I hope he dies." 
Sgt. Beck said he had once 
arrested Dukes on a murder 
charge in connection with a fa­ 
tal 
shooting 
during 
a 
dice 
gam*. 
Dukes 
was 
adjudged 
criminally insane, treated in a 
state hospital for six months 
and then released. 
Authorities 
were 
at 
odds 
Monday 
night 
over 
whether 
Mrs. Davis should be charged 
with murder. 


Mrs. Davis was arrested on a 
charge of intent to commit 
murder Sunday alter handing 
her pistol ta the first policeman 
who arrived at the shooting 
scene. 
She said Dukes came to the 
small 
apartment 
house 
she 
manages, knocked her down on 
the floor and kicked her in the 
stomach several times. 
She said when her niece, Be a 
Moore, 40, tried to intervene, 
Dukes smashed a bottle on her 
forehead 
and 
began 
beating 
Mrs. Moore. 
Mrs. Davis told officers she 
got her revolver, chased Dukes 
into a room and fired through 
the door, hitting Dukes near the 
heart. 
Sgt. Beck said Dukes had 
been arrested numerous times 
on aggravated assault, assault 
and battery and other offenses. 
But Beck said it was Dukes' ar­ 
rest for murder which appar­ 
ently led to his feud with Mrs. 
Davis. 
The 
detective 
said 
Dukes 
lived in Mrs. Davis’ apartment 
building when police were seek­ 
ing him on the murder charge 
and someone living in the build­ 
ing alerted police where he was 
staying. 
Meanwhile, 
Criminal 
Court 
Judge Alfonso C. Sepe ordered 
Mrs. Davis freed in her own 
custody.
